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The  Student  Senate,  Fall,  1981,  concentrated  its 
efforts  on  communication  and  racial  relations. 
The  Racial  Relations  Committee  was  one  of  its 
most  important  committees,  and  a motion  was 
passed  that  the  Senate  insure  the  existence  of 
such  a committee  in  the  years  to  come. 

The  Senate  tried  to  foster  helpful  communica- 
tion in  a number  of  ways.  A Student  Senate 
newsletter  communicated  to  students  what  the 
Senate  was  up  to.  The  Student  Council  commu- 
nicated to  the  Senate  what  the  students  wanted. 
The  Student  and  Staff  Senates  met  to  share 
concerns  and  learn  opinions.  Flowers  were  given 
to  staff  members  at  certain  intervals,  in  an  ef- 
fort to  tell  them  that  their  hard  work  was  appre- 
ciated. If  people  let  each  other  know  that  they 
are  appreciated,  then  all  the  work  would  be 
more  bearable,  and  therefore  of  a better  quality. 
It  is  high  time  that  students  and  staff  show  the 
appreciation  for  each  other  that  we  all  deserve. 
An  additional  concern  was  the  general  condition 
of  the  campus,  since  respect  for  a school  is  re- 
flected somewhat  in  how  clean  it  is.  The  Senate 
followed  up  on  Principal  Foxworth’s  idea  to 
have  clubs  compete  for  money  by  cleaning  the 
campus.  The  Club  Clean-up  Plan  was  instituted 
in  January. 

Various  fundraisers  earned  back  the  money 
spent  on  the  Student  Committee  of  teachers 
Performance  (S.C.O.T.P)  and  its  handbook, 
flowers  for  staff  members,  a rather  unsuccessful 
Homecoming  float,  and  general  materials  (i.e. 
paper  for  the  Student  Senate  Newsletter,  etc.).

RACIAL  RELATIONS 
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The  Student  Senate  formed  the  Racial  Relations 
Committee  in  response  to  some  very  real  racial  prob- 
lems at  BHS.  The  idea  was  born  in  1965,  but  was 
inactive  for  years  until  the  fall  semester  of  1981. 

The  Committee  spent  the  semester  sharing  personal 
experiences  and  defining  the  problems  as  perceived 
by  the  members.  It  was  decided  that  working  on 
Berkeley  High  itself  was  a large  enough  task,  so  the 
group  compiled  a statement  of  the  problems.  This 
group  statement  was  to  be  followed  by  a question- 
naire to  the  student  body,  in  order  to  make  use  of  the 
experiences  and  opinions  of  more  people.  The  State- 
ment included  such  concerns  as  segregated  classes, 
segregated  clubs  and  teams,  racial  related  violence, 
unrecognized  prejudice  in  ourselves,  and  racism 
within  the  school  institution. 

In  the  coming  years,  the  committee  plans  to  see  what 
things  must  change  in  the  stated  problems,  and  how 
they  can  be  changed.  Then,  at  long  last,  the  Racial 
Relations  Committee  can  begin  to  implement  some 
solutions. 
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This  year’s  speech  and  debate  team,  meeting  spo- 
radically in  Mr.  Johnson’s  kindly  preoffered  room, 
met  with  equally  sporadic  success.  On  the  bright 
side,  co-presidents  Sara  Maxwell  and  Steve  Rypins 
won  several  awards  in  individual  speech  events, 
while  making  a good  showing  as  loving  partners  in 
team  debate. 

Rypins  had  an  especially  active  year,  attending  the 
prestigious  Harvard  University  and  Loyola-Red- 
lands  tournaments,  accompanied  at  the  latter  by  Da- 
vid Fiore. 

Overall,  the  team  has  thus  far  had  its  dreams  of  glory 
dashed,  but  has  met  with  enough  success  to  remain 
undaunted.  Fond  and  not  wholly  unrealistic  hopes 
are  held  for  the  district,  league,  and  state  champion- 
ships.

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Despite  an  impressive  22-3  re- 
cord, the  Jacket  team  of  ’82  will 
be  remembered  as  the  first  team 
in  years  not  to  go  to  the  NCS 
tournament. 

In  a decision  that  rocked  the  en- 
tire East-Bay  sports  community, 
the  team  was  denied  entry  after 
ending  the  season  as  co-champi- 
ons with  the  powerful  Pinole  Val- 
ley Spartans.  The  Jackets  boast- 
ed a 9-1  league  record,  having 
split  the  two  game  series  with 
Pinole.  Besides  the  season-ending 
playoff  loss  to  the  Spartans,  the 
only  other  setback  was  an  over- 
time thriller  to  Grant  of  Sacra- 
mento. As  testament  to  the  over- 
all team  strength  of  the  Jackets, 
all  five  starters  were  named  to  the 
RBAL  All  League  Team:  Cheryl

“Heaven  Hop”  and  “Let’s  Step  Out”  song 
and  dance  numbers. 

The  colorful  and  functional  set  was  de- 
signed by  Dimitri  Charles,  who  also  stage- 
managed  the  show  as  well.  John  Martin 
contributed  his  unique  lighting  design  tal- 
ent, as  the  cast  and  crew  of  well  over  a 
hundred  played  seven  exciting  and  energet- 
ic performances  to  enthusiastic  audiences. 
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The  Advanced  Theater  Project  this  year  was  Im- 
promptu, a one-act  play  by  Tad  Mosel.  Directed  by 
senior  Vail  Reese,  it  was  performed  three  nights  in 
late  February.  Complaining  as  usual,  the  director 
said,  “My  main  gripe  was  the  amount  of  time  we  had 
to  work  with.  Because  of  other  conflicts,  there  were 
only  four  full  weeks  of  rehersal  time.”  Nevertheless, 
the  show  was  very  together,  a tribute  to  its  cast  and 
crew.  The  small  size  of  the  cast  contributed  to  the 
performance.  “This  was  one  of  the  reasons  I chose  to 
work,”  said  Vail,  “I  prefer  the  intamacy  and  intense 
work  that  stems  from  a lack  of  crowds.”  The  compe- 
tent staff  consisted  of  Lisa  Brosnahan,  Noah  Pickus, 
Josh  Feldman,  and  Sarah  Dolven. 

In  the  script,  four  actors  are  put  on  stage  in  front  of 
an  audience  and  are  told  to  improvise  a play.  They 
can’t  leave  the  stage  until  they  have  acted  out  life. 
The  action  follows  their  attempts  to  do  this  and  their 
conflicts  with  one  another.  Impromptu  brings  up 
many  questions  in  a short  time:  When  are  we  real? 
When  are  we  acting?  What  is  the  meaning  of  life? 
Despite  all  this  intellectual  crap,  it’s  a good  play.  Vail 
is  sure  he  confused  more  than  one  audience  member, 
adding  with  a laugh,  “People  are  still  asking  why  the 
sets  were  painted  green!”

But  most  likely  it  is  because  of  the  inhuman 
actions  of  his  society  towards  him.  Ultimately, 
his  mental  breakdown  leads  to  murder,  and  fi- 
nally suicide. 

This  production,  directed  by  Diane  Mac  Donald 
assisted  by  Katherine  Gale,  was  difficult  be- 
cause of  its  many  mature  levels.  However,  the 
students,  after  much  work  and  encounter,  did  a 
fine  job  with  the  performances.  Once  again  the 
P.A.D.  proved  its  unique  and  wonderful  dramat- 
ic abilities  by  producing  this  intense  and  serious 
play.

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All  the  members  of  the  Jazz  Ensemble  are  very 
talented.  After  being  part  of  a strident  audition 
back  in  September,  they  all  have  proven  their 
worth  and  paid  their  dues.

This  year  was  a memorable 
one,  it  being  Mr.  Barker’s  last  year  at  Berkeley  High 
School. 

Chamber  Singers  began  the  year  as  a small  ensemble 
of  talented  singers.

As  a result  of  only  having  half  of  Concert  Chorale  go 
to  Italy,  Chamber  Singers  evolved  into  a choir  equal 
to  the  size  of  Chorale  itself.

Choir.  Those  that  qualified  joined  other  talented 
singers  from  all  over  the  state  for  a performance  in 
April.

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This  year’s  Dance  Production  proved  to  be  an 
exciting  and  innovative  show.  The  performance, 
with  its  wide  variety  of  dances,  moved  the  audi- 
ence from  solemn  thought,  to  delighted  laugh- 
ter. They  were  tantalized  with  an  hour  and  a 
half  of  fantastic  dances  and  superb  lighting  de- 
signs. The  30  member  troop,  joined  by  the  Fall 
Semesters  two  advanced  dance  classes,  were  re- 
quired to  be  more  than  skilled  choreographers 
and  performers.  Dance  Productions  demanded  a 
knowledge  of  the  more  subtle  aspects  of  the 
theater,  such  as  effective  teaching,  make-up, 
and  costuming. 

One  of  the  show’s  most  important  attribute,  was 
the  diversity  of  the  music.  It  included  a live 
piano  and  clarinet  accompaniment,  singing 
from  the  BHS  Gospel  Choir,  and  a flute  accom- 
paniment to  a dance  to  a poem.  Aside  from  the 
live  pieces,  the  audience  was  pleased  with  the 
upbeat  tunes  of  The  Who,  The  Doors,  and  Led 
Zepplin.  They  also  got  a taste  of  Reggae,  New 
Wave,  and  Jazz  music. 
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Just  as  the  music  appealed  to  all  tastes,  so  did  the 
dances.  There  were  serious  dances  such  as  “Di- 
chotomy”, a very  modern  dance,  and  “Funeral  for 
a Friend,”  whose  mood  was  enhanced  by  dry  ice. 
The  show  encompassed  comic,  light-hearted  num- 
bers, such  as  “The  Lord’s  of  69th  Street”  and 
“Abalone  Feet,”  as  well  as  two  sizzling  Latino 
numbers. 

Although  Dance  Production  offered  great  enter- 
tainment to  the  audience,  the  members  found  that 
it  was  much  more  than  that,  during  the  semester  of 
hard  work,  many  friendships  were  made  and  cre- 
ative talents  utilized.

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STAGECRAFT 


Berkeley  High’s  Stagecraft  class  and  crew  were  re- 
sponsible for  most  of  the  heavy  manual  work  in- 
volved m the  school  productions.  First,  members  of 
the  class  and  their  teacher,  Diane  MacDonald,  coop- 
erated with  directors  to  design  and  appropriate  stage 
sets.  The  class  then  put  in  weeks  of  hard  labor  in 
constructing  the  sets,  props,  or  furnature  needed, 
working  out  lighting  details  as  well. 

The  Stage  Crew  consisted  of  certain  members  of  the 
class  who  worked  during  performances.  These  mem- 
bers were  responsible  for  the  lighting,  sound  effects, 
props,  and  backstage  management.  Though  they 
were  invisible  to  the  audience,  the  success  of  the 
show  depended  on  them  greatly,  for  the  fantastic  job 
done  on  the  limited  time  given. 
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The  Berkeley  Community  Theater  Stage 
Crew  is  responsible  for  the  setting  up  and 
striking  of  all  performances  that  are  sched- 
uled into  the  theaters.  (Berkeley  Commu- 
nity Theater,  Florence  Schwimly  Little 
Theater).  This  includes  both  professional 
and  school  performances.  Everything  from 
New  Wave  to  Ballet  is  booked  into  the 
Theaters,  giving  the  crew  the  opportunity 
to  work  with  many  top  promoters. 

The  Stage  Crew  also  sets  up  sound  systems 
at  home  football  and  basketball  games,  and 
school  dances.  The  biggest  task  they  do  for 
the  school  is  the  technical  aspect  of  BHS’s 
graduation  at  the  Greek  Theater,  UCB. 
They  are  responsible  for  the  transportation 
of  all  the  necessary  equipment  as  well. 

One  of  the  most  difficult  jobs  they  have  is 
maintaining  the  theaters.  They  are  respon- 
sible for  repairing  seats,  technical  equip- 
ment, and  the  painting  over  of  grafitti.  The 
Stage  crew  is  part  of  the  BHS  student  body 
and  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  best  student 
crews  in  the  industry. 

The  Costume  Production  class  was  respon- 
sible for  designing  and  producing  the  cos- 
tumes for  the  BHS  productions.  The  de- 
signers researched  the  time  period  of  the 
particular  show,  discussed  concepts  and 
color  with  the  director  and  lighting  design- 
ers, then  rendered  drawings.  The  class  took 
the  drawings  and  made  them  into  patterns, 
then  stitched  them  into  the  desired  cos- 
tume.
